The masic in the proces- 
sion elicited expressions of marked approval 
from Gen. Grant’s party. The effect of the 
electric light was resplendent on the orocession 
at the Palace Hotel, and the Chronicle Building 
was brilliant.

The total receipts for internal reve- 
nue were $113,56),610, of ich New York, Ul- 
nois, and Ohio veid $50,570,100. The total 


amount of interna! revenue collected in the 
seceded States was $11,627,088, of which three- 


fourths were collected m the States of North 
Carolina and Virgivia. The collections in New 
York, which stood third on the list of Northern 
States, exceeded by about $4,000,000 those in all 
the seceded States. IIlinois paid in ſuternal 


revenue tax $19,400,044, while the eleven ex- 


Confederate States together paid only $11,627,- 
088. While the comparisons respecting the re- 
ceipts from customs iu the North and South are 
not significant, the differenves are still greater. 
For example: Of the $1%7,250,047 customs 
collected 
IN ALL THE UNITED STATES, 

$130,098,910 were collected lu the five States of 
California, Maryland, Massachusetts , New Lors 
and Pennsylvania. In New York slone the 
customs collections were $99,172,168, whileon!y 
$2,100,474 were collected in ten of the seceded 
States. Ip the eleventh, Arkansas, nothing was 
collected. This last-named State only paid in- 
ternal revenue to the amount of $115,446.

In projecting upon the world its exact form of 
thought, natoral science has interfered with some 
of the former methods of proving the fact of a sec- 
end life for man. It has interfered also with the 

utversal assumption of the second life, for 
the tending of the exact sciences is toward the 


overthrow of assumptions of all kinds and toward 


greliance upon demonstrative forms of evidence. 
There are fashions or babits of argument just as nere 
gre fashions of dress, or architecture, or decoration. 
dome ages argued from persons in authority, and a 
was true because some man great in place — 
pad said it in profound dignity. As children want 
no more perfect proof of anything than that they 
father or mother so declare, so there have 
peen simple, childlike ages which asked for no evi- 
dence except that their learned man, their squire, | 
of bishop, or priest, had told them to sach a pur- 
port. In those times anything in song or history 
was troe, fora book was such a rare and noble 
thing that it was not dreamed of that an error 
would live and thrive in sucha holy piace. Thus 
thefashion of evidence has changed as the ages 
pave changed, and now we find ourselves living in 
ap era of exact sciences, and all the brains in the 
world will be gradually led into a form of reason 
more careful about premises and conclusions than 
were the ages of ignorance or the ages of war or of 
crasades or of romance. 

The exact sciences, therefore. may be looked 
gpon as carrying the human family from an old 
habit toa new one. just as tbe last century was 
basy in carrying society from despotiem over to 


constitutional government, and just as our century 
is labor across from, a hand to a machine. 
In ail transplanting some harm is done. Our 
bauders of new homes transplant great trees from 
forest to lawn, — trees that are a quarter ora half 
century old. Be the care ever so great that the 
foots may be saved. and that a ton or two of the 
mother earth shall go along with the tree, yet many 
of these abducted sons of tne wood die in their new 
homes, being unable to endure such dblazing sun- 
light. or such a weak soil, or such wild winds. 
in the removal of mankind from one custom to an- 
other, —many fail to breathe well in the new air, 
some dying of communism when transplanted to 
Werty. and some dying of vanity when carried to 
riches, and some dying of atheism when removed 
from the credulity of the simple-minded Puritans 
and monks. Not that the weakest ones perish in 
thie transfer, but that in al! these ebbings and flow- 
ings of thought there is not only a disturbance that 
nese good, but one aleo that borings ill. It may 
be that the largest genius may bend along with the 
smallest under this strange influence of a new form 
of thought. 

It will be admitted by all that the new method 
of argument sprung upon society by the scientific 
mind must bave exertea, or must be exerting, some 
mfluence upon thé idea of immortality. That form 
of study which invites man to reconsider his tenets 
about creation and the Bible and the existence 
or nature of God must, of course, command 
that a new argument be found for the hove 
of any career after this one shall have 
ended. We need not confess that man's 
faith has been in the least shaken or need be shaken 
but we do need to confess that some of the old 
assumptions and data must oe oushed aside to re- 
ceive new ones, and perbaps more enduring ones, 
in their stead. Pushed aside as being not inflaen- 
tial, even if not false. 

It was once felt by us all in early life that the 
fact that the flowers died in autumn and grew again 
in the ing was an argument that the soul 
would bloom after the body had gone down into 
the winter of the grave.

In battling with the mysteries of the 
spiritual, we must not expect matenalism to aid 
us, nor must we permit it to injure us. It must 
not be ex to be a friend nor suffered to be an 
enemy. It is grand in its department, but it can 
no more suggest a theology for 
the theology can suggest a coal formation or ex- 
plain the rings of Saturn. ‘ 

We must turn from the positive 13 to the 
moral precess. We claim a second life not because 
man bas a mind, tor we confess that horse and 
the dog have minds, but claim it becanse man's 
mind is peculiar; it is wholly unlike the spiritaal 
essence of a brute, however n ble the te. Man 
holds the past in bis soul. His dead are held 
there. His memory foe back and back, 
omitting no lost child, or husband, or 
wife. All his sentiments are thus founded upon 
the word forever. He hopes to meet hia loved 
ones. His hope, like his memory, reaches out and 
mocks at the confines of the present. And besides 
this peculiarity of man he bas a mora! nuture, 
which perceives a universe of rewards and punish- 
ments, and this perception distinguishes between 
him and the nob of the brute tribe. The re- 
ligious, therefore, do not base their religion upon 
that kind of mental force which a Spencer or a 
Darwin may find issuing from the ooze on the bot- 
tom of a primitive sea, but upon the moral quality 
of that mental ferce seen in man. The fact of a 
resemblance between the mind of a man and the 
mind of a noble brute would not, even when scien- 
tically considered, involve the conclusion taat 
man is mortal, for, while Nature is full of 
analogies, itis also full ot variations. For exam- 
ple, the leaves of the pine tree do not fall in win- 
ter, there are beautiful evergreens, the mistietoe. 
and the laurel, which smile at all our poetry 
about the autuma leaf. They seem greenest iu the 
depths of winter. Thus all through nature excep- 
tions come, and so far as science may know man's 
mind may be one whose rich foliage of memory 
and love never falls. He may be an evergreen in 
the waving forest of life. 

Leaving the study of the relations of material 
science to immortality, assuming thatit really eus- 
tains no relations to the idea, let us repair to the 
only field outside the Bible on which this battle of 
argument can be fought the spiritual field. The 
greatest minds which deny or ignore a future life 
are busy teaching tne world tnat this life is ade- 
quate in itself. To live for humanity, for its 
peace and is end enough of existence, — 
no motive such as Heaven or Heli is needed. Tais 
idea was set forth by the French many years ago, 
was taken ap by some English minds, and has of late 
years been ressed and remspired by Huxley, 
and Prof. Clifford. and by Edwards. All thease 
able writers have affirmed that man must simply 
live a ** noble life, a pure life. a life for the 
good of society.” The most full and logical 
answer to all this idealism of the Atheist has been 

iven the puolic in the recent work of Maliock, in 

is discussion of the question, ‘* Whether life is 
worth living. He most clearly of all sums up the 
defects of such an appeai. But this book which 
comes near being of inestimable value to the re- 
ligious world is virtually ruined by its last fifty 
pages, which find the only valuable religion in the 
Church of Rome. It is one of the amazing con- 
tradictions of human nature that a mind which for 
250 pages can drive great intellects from their 
refuges, and can be an invincible knight against 
all forms of scientific armor and weapon, can then 
compose fifty pages full of surrender to the Pope, 
and to all the logical absurdities which play in 
such gay colors around tne holy father. Aside 
from this final collapse of the logical faculty of 
Mr. Malloeck, which seems to have been worn out 
in the first part of the volume that it might die in 
the closing pages, he well expresses the folly of 
relying upon the ideal of a noble life,” anda 
**high taste, and the good of ag oy after 
you shall have taken from humanity its belief or 
surmise regarding a God, and a future of rewards 
and ponishment. Divest the buman mind and 
heart of ice religious sentiments, and m a few gen- 
erations there would be no love of a nodle life” 
remaining. Sucna sublime sentiments in the soul 
cannot subsist upon nothing. They must have 
food. What sentiments are now extant in the 
world of that quality have been nourished chiefly 
by the moral surroundings of man. His God, his 
accountability. his grave wita its subsequent resur- 
rection. his church with its impressive services. his 
books of religion with their literature. embcacing 
the Zend Avesta. the legends of all the nations 


» and tribes, and the Holy Scriptures of tae Hebrews, 


and the Christians. his poetry and his sacred 
art have combinet to create for man, the conception 
of a noble life. aad of the supreme good of human- 
itv. And even after society bas for many taousands 
of years been toiling hard at these spiritual mo- 
tives to make them impressive, man is still slow to 
reach after a noble life,” a rigateous career, 
and the supreme good of humanity." If the food 
which religion Has been spreading before the soul 
for countless centuries has been so slow in growing 
holy men and women, what a highly developed 
lowie ipdeed it will uire to enable us to see a 
grand human race ing up from the teachings 
that man came érom tire slime of the sen, and is on 
his way back to that slime. We must exchange 
all our altars, and hymns, and prayers; all our 
hopes of an endless life in the Cyyv of God, for a 
system of chemistry, and after that e ge we 
snail love greatness. We must declare ourself 
the equal of the dog or the horse, and then it will 
be easy to fee! our personal worth and the grandeur 
of — ; far more easy than when we had ig: 
chants of religion for our inspiration, and Christ 
for our guide. Tals materialistic logie comes to 
me and says: Tou bave hitherto believed in a 
God: you have been influenced by the forms of 
religion; you have looked up into the sky as though 
your dead child, or dead husband, or dead wife 
were still living in some sun-bdright, deathless 
world: you have shed tears of faith and joy over 
the thought of a final reunion; but you will never 
meet those absent ones; there is no God; you are 
mortal and will soon cease to exist; and now! com- 
mand you to live a ‘noble life, aad follow a 
‘righteous career! With such painful nonsense 
some skeptics are now filling the world, furnisting 
us with a dignified effort on the part of exact rea- 
voners to double the result by diminishing the 
cause, an effort to make society more nooile by 
diminishing the motives of nobleness, 

Tue real truth no doubt is that all those ideals 
which the atheists place before us—ideais either 
of tae ind: vidual or of society—were wrought out 
in the old shops of religion, and, bat for the relig- 
ious sentiment and belief, would never have come 
ve that beauty in which they were seep by August 
Comte, and Harriet Martineau, and Mill. and their 
companions. For mark tne foundations whence 
Comte drew his elevated views and feelings. Did 
he extract his early bias and inspiration from the 
belief in atheism and oblivion’ On the opposite 
he was a faithful child of the Church all through 
his youth, and became colored witn a religious 
romance, of which materialism knows nothing. 
His wife, of whom he was almost a worshiper, 
redoubled his sentimentality, and with his 
heart colored by early religion and by a 
semi-religions domestic love wrought 
out a worship of humanity, as deine 
the great pursuit of earth. Could the philosophy 
of atheism have so colored his soul? To. this 
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INGERSOLL’S CONVENTION. 
SERMON BY THE REV. DR. RYDER. 
Dr. Ryder preached yesterday evening st St. 


} Paul's (Universalist) Church, taking as his text the 


forty-fourth and forty-fifth verses of the tenth 
chapter of St. Mark: And wnosoever of you will 
be the chiefest, shall be servant of all. For even 
Son of Man came not to be ministered unto, but 
minister, and to give His life a ransom for 
many.” 

A remarkable assemblage was held in Cincinnati 
on the 13th and 14th (Saturday and Sunday) of the 
present month. The object of the meeting seems 
to have been to popularize an effort to banish all 
religious forms and customs from civil society, and 
to demand the abrogation of all laws which in 
any way restrict the absolute freedom of the indi- 
vidual. As an expression of these two leading 
purposes, the meeting passed resolutions which, 
under the sugar-coating of much humane senti- 
ment, contain principles subversive of civil order, 
and of personal responsibility to God and man. 

The holding of such a convention, for such a bur - 
‘pose, was justified on the ground (1) that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States is strictly secular, and 
hence there should be no religious forms in any 
way connected with it; and, as such forms do exist. 
they should be abolished; and (2) that an attempt 
is making to amend the text of the Constitution of 
the Nation se as to include some recognition of 
God as the basis of civil society; and (3) that the 
spirit of religious persecution is still abroad in the 
land, as is made evident by the prosecution and 
imprisonment of a certain individual) for circulat- 
ing obscene literature in/violation of law. 

Personally, I have never acted with those who 
think it important to amend the Constitution of 
the Nation by inserting the name of the Deity. It 
seems to me wiser to leave the whole question 
where it was left with the framers of the Constitu- 
tion, and that, even could it be made to appear 
that in the spirit of compromise they erred in judg- 
ment in omitting al) such reference to the Supreme 
Being, it is too late to correct the error now. But 
we friends of the measure thinx differently. and 
among the reasons which they prominently urge is, 
that the anti-Christian portion of the publie are 
taking advantage of such omissions, and that the 
general policy of the Nation is becoming more and 
more secular. They thus seek to show that some 
action by the General Government is necessary to 
define its position, and check the inroads 
which the ‘‘infidel” party is steadily making upon 
the customs of the country. On the other hand, 
the late Liberal Convention“ justifies its exist- 
ence onthe ground that the Christians want to 
amend the Constitution. Thus, you see, the 
friends of religion assert that something should be 
done to destroy the growing power of the liberal - 
ists, and the liberalists say that something should 


hold superstition in the lan 1. In the mean- 
time, it is safe to say that neither party need give 
itecif any anxiety as to any coange mm the text of 
the organic law of this Nation, forit is morally cer- 
tain that no sach change will ever be made, either 
for religion or against it, 

This questior of the relation of the Government 
to religion, and whether the Government is or is 
not wholly secular, is of large importance in this 
discussion. But important as it is, it is very gen- 
erally misapprehended, and is frequently misrep- 
resented by a certain class of writers and speakers. 

In order clearly to understand this somewaat 
confusing question, one must carefully distinguish 
between a religious ordinance and a civil institn- 
tion. The State, as such, makes no laws for the 
teaching or enforcement of reiigion; but many of 
its civil acts assame the existence among its 
citizens of specific religious ideas and moral prin- 
ciples. What are calied Sanday laws are not re- 
ligious ordinances, but civil acts. They were not 
framed to aid religion, but to serve the State. 
They are simply acts of civil policy. 

That Christianity is interwoven with the entire 
atructure and history of our Government, and that 
itisandalways has beenja part of the common 
law of our land, seems to us self-evident. But 
when we say that Christianity is a part of the com- 
mon law of the Nation, aad of the several States. 
we must not be understood as affirming that the 
Government in any war determines for its people 
what their religion shall be. Tae Nationa) Con- 
stitution provides that **‘Congressshal! make no law 
respecting an estabdliehment of religion, or prohio- 
iting the free exercise thereof.” This, neither 
the Nation. nor any State of it, has attempted to 
do. The union of Charch and State is expressly 
prohibited. But at the time of the framing of the 
National Constitution the great majority of the 
people were Christians, and hence Christian laws, 
institutions. and morality were already wrought 
into their social and civil life. How most com- 
pletely to protect the rights of all and interfere 
with the rights of none was the perpiexinz prob- 
lem that pressed itself upon the attention of the 
founders of the Republic. The plan agreed upon 
was the policy of silence,—i. e., to say nothing 
upon the subject beyond the general declaration, 
on the one hand, that Congress shall make no 
law for the establishment of a National Church; 
and, on the other, shail make no law to 
prohibit the free exercise of religion. 
But that the founders of the Republic did not 
understand by tais that the common law of the 
land in reference to religious obligation was set 
aside, and made inoperative, ie shown dy their 
own practices while adopting the Constitution, — by 
uniting in solemn prayer to God for His guidance, 
and in suspending their deisberatioas on Sunday. 
Nor is it hardly conceivadle tnat the Colonists could 
so have interpreted the action of the framers of 
the Constitution in reference to religion, for, had 
they done 60, it would have excited the most vig- 
orous opposition, and been overwaeiminugiy de- 
feated when submitted to them for ratification. 

Furthermore, if such were understood to be the 
import ot the clause in question, how are we to 
account for the fact that every State in the Union, 
with the exception of Louisiana, —and that excep- 
tion, considering the social habit of the 
people who settied and shaped the policy of 
the State, is itself very significant,—should have 
legislated in the interests of Christianity by recog- 
nizing the Christian Sabbath. in the enactment of 
what are called Sabbatarian laws. and should have 
recognized the God of the Christians by appealing 
to His name. and enforced the morality of the re- 
ligion of Christ by numerous statates! , 

Now. what are these Liberals seeking to do? 
Clearly this,—tnev are seeking to separate the or- 

nic law of the Nation wholly from the common 
aw of the people: they are seeking, in other 

rds, the absolute secularization of Govern- 
ment. Mark you. I do not say separation of 
Church and State, for there never has been anv 
such union, and —— of the kind is, by the 
terms of the Constitution, expressiy forbidden. 
What they wantis, to have the Nation, in every 
way, atterly ignore all religious customs, and the 
very existence of religion in the community. 

It may be profitable to arrest this discussion for 

a moment and inguire, Why do these Liberals and 
those associated with them ask for this change in 
the customs of the Nation, and why are they solic- 
itous to have the Nation thas thoroughly secalar- 
ized? The reasons are various, but the most prom- 
ment are these: (i) Religion ~ they say, a su- 
perstition.“ and so hinders the free and best exer- 
cise of thought. (2) Religion upholds the family, 
and many of these people want to get rid of the 
expense of supporting their own children. (3) 
Religion is conservative. is the friend of civil or- 
der, and that wing of this social conglomeration 
known as Socialists are opposed to the present 
social system, and in favor of some Utopian scheme 
by wees no one will be ooliged to work any more 
than and have, from a common and in- 
exhaustible treasury, all the money he needs. (4) 
Religioa i a restraint upon personal liberty. 
in that it seeks to imoress noon the conscience of 
the indiviaua!l a sense of responsibility to God, and 
teaches that the life should be regulated by con- 
fermity to His will, and not dy the 
caprice of ference or the antagonism of 
seifishness. 15) Because religion has a definit aim 
in moral education of mankind, and is opposed 
to the circulation of that kird of literature which 
violates pudlie decency and is manufactured for 
‘the ex purpose of aiding vice. (6) Because 
religion is open aud uncompromising in its opposi- 
tion to every form of free love and in favor of le- 
galized restraints apon the relations of the sexes.

If the pur- 
pose of Mr. Ingersoll in calling that convention of 
Liberals was to expose the weakness of his en- 
deavor, and to show what kind of a crowd his at- 
temptto lift Atheism into the forefront of the 
Nation would brine tovether, the meeting was a 
signal success. Viewed in any other light, it wasa 
reu.caloas exuibition of buman tos aud wicaed- 
ness, anda contemptibie failure. 

Among the resolutions passed at the so-called 
Ingersoll Convention is this: (4) Tae reform by 
which woman shall be practically emancipated, 
and be given the control of herselfana of her 
destiny. The public press, as far as I have seen, 
are a unit as to the import of these words. They 
are directed against, marriage as regulated by law. 
and virtually affirm teat woman should 
be set free from the obligations 
and responsibilities of domestic life, and be left 
free to marry and unmarry at her discretion. It is 
but fair to say that Mr. Ingersoll did not himself 


dresses, but on the contrary declared that the 
family is the unit of good government,” and 
should be maintainea. And yet it is not recorded 
that he opposed the adoption of this revolution in 
favor of free-love, nor did guybody else in the 
Convention do so, so farasis known. The simple 
truth in the case is, that such a resolution as this 
about the ‘‘emancipation” of women is the in- 
evitable result of the wretched doctrines which are 
put forth in the name of reform, no matter 
what Col. Ingersoll or any other man may say on 
the subject. Disturb the custom. or remove the 
sacredness of Caristtan mafiiage, and you open 
the door forthe incoming into human society of 
the devi! and his hosts. 

Save a writer in a late number of Scribner's UMng - 
azine: ‘**How remarkable it is that whenever an 
enthusiast in religion gets how light, and adopts 
what he considers ‘advanced views,’ he almost 
invariably begins to tamper with marriage! In this 
tampering he always betrays the charietan. and 
sufficiently warns all who are tempted to follow 
him to beware of him. There is no better test of a 
new system or scheme of life than its relation to 
Christiaa marriage. If it tampers with that it is 
always bad, and can by Qo possibility be good. 
Notuing is better understood, or more widely ad- 
mitted, than that home, based on the life-long 
marriage of one woman to one man, aad the family 
toat naturally grows out ofsuch a union, is the 
great conservative influence of the world's beat 
society. Its government, ifs narture, its social 
happiness, ite delightful inflaences and ausocia- 
tions, e it the brightest.’ loveliest, holiest, 
divinest thing that grows from any impulse or 
affection of human nature onder the sanctions of 
Christianity. It is very dificalt for any 1 
of socialism to establish™dteclf without tdm- 
pering with marriage, and one of the dest 
arguments agains: all sorts of communities and 
phalansteries and what-nots of that sort is that the 
family, asa unit, is anmanageabie within them. 
They can take in and organize a miscellaneous mass 
of individuais, and provide some sort of a dirty 
substitute for marriage, but the family bothers 
them. It is a government within a government 
that they cannot get Along with. So the marriage 
test is a good one in all cases of the kind. 

In the proceedings of the Convention prominent 
mention is made of one Bennett, of New York, who 
not long ago was prosecuted and condemned on the 
charge of circulating obscene literature. I know 
nothing of the merits of this particular case. He 
may be innocent, or he may be gulity. At any rate. 
he was tried on the evidence and condemned under 
the law. Bat his innocence or guilt of the offense 
charged is not material to this discussion, since the 
thing aimed at by those who are trying 
to awaken sympathy for Bennett is 
the law § itself. They raise the cry of 
persecation in the hope of making the statute un- 
popular. These people know just as well as we 
that the Christian public won't no more indorse 
illegal or unjust punishment toward Bennett than 
those who plead for sympathy in his denalf. I re- 
peat, it is the law they wien to reveal, since tuey 
are in favor of the practices which the law con- 
demns, and not because they have any special 
affection for Bennett. They demand absolute in- 
tellectual and moral liberty. and this law against 
the circulation vf ooscene literatare is a barrier to 
the full exercise of that ‘*‘ monstrous assumption. 

The assertion that the Bible contains obscene 

assaves, and that on this account that, too, should 

exciuded from circulation, is not said because 
it is crue, but for popular effect. There is not 
within the Bible, of either. Testament, a 
single passage or phrase which 
not written in the interests of 
morahty and for the discouragement of vice. 
Certain phrases inthe Old Testament relating to 
the caildhood of the race micht be wisely changed, 
and most likely will be in the anticipated new 
version of the Bible; but their presence in the 
accepted version now in use is readily understood, 
and is perfectly consistent both with religion and 
morality. Books relating to any subject may be 
freely written and as freely circulated so long as 
they are written in the interest of morality; bat 
books, pavers, etc., that come ander the condemna- 
tion of the law against the vending and circulation 
of obacene literature are not written in the interests 
of morality, but in the interests of vice. And that 
any man—any decent, repatable citizen, I mean 
—can do or say anything, at any time. or any- 
where, m aid of the scoundrels who are engaged in 
the manufacture and sale of such books and goods 
as Mr. Comstock and thousands of others are seek- 
ing to destroy, 1s a mystery to me, which 1 have no 
desire to understan‘. 

This case of Bennett, and what the Liberals say 
about him, brings to mind the case of Freeman, of 
Pocasset. Mass. and what the Christian public 
have said about him. And I wish you to see in 
what is said by the friends of these two repre- 
sentative cases an illustration of the dissimilar in- 
tellectual and moral attitades occupied respective- 
ly by the Christian and Attcistic parties, 

One Bennett. of New York. violates the law in 
reference to the circulation of forbidden literature. 
is found gene „ and punished. Whereu the 
Atheistical party, on the ground that this law is a 
violation of intellectual liberty. and a remnant of 
superstition, denounce the law, and, by exciting 
sympathy for the offeader, seek to effect its repeal. 

One Freeman, of Pocasset, Mass., a misguided 
religious fanatic, feeling that he had receivei Di- 
vine instructions for the sacrifice 
daughter, 
wife, actually 
child, and 
themselves for the act. 
are khrrested, lockéd up in jail, prosecuted, 
punisaed. And what does the Christian pablic say 
to this interference, by the civil authorities, with 
the sacred rights of conscience and the privilezes 
of worstup? Outside of perhaps a score of persons 
deluded and crazed as were Freeman and his wife. 
not a voice is raised in justification of the act, or 
in opposition to the execution of the civil law! I 
repeat, thisis avery significant fact, and shows 
very clearly the different points of view from which 
the Christian and the Atheistic parties the 
question of pe responsibility. 

And let me say just here, by way of parenthesis, 
that those who assert that Freeman and his wife, 
in taking the life of tneir child, did but foilow the 
example of Abraham, and that the conduct of this 
illustriods Jew shows the Character of 
that religion, etc., are about as far from tae trath, 
as they well can be. For, frst, Avraham did not 
take tne life of his child; anda, braham 
was not a Jew at all. Abrabam was no more 4 
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the law of self-sacrifice! What a reba ane 
to human selfishness, the pride of piace, 
lust for power. The 8on of Man, the Son of 
acknowledged even by those wha do not believe in 
the divinity of His mission, to 
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lives and dies for the race. He came eet be be 
ministered unto, but to mi > 

Now. I donot assert that Christians act ac- 
cording to this rule of the r, and that they 
exhibit in their lives the obedience and consecra- 
tion that His example commands; neither do I say 
that ull persons connected with the Atheistic party 
ignore these obligations; but what I do say is this: 
tuat, while the central principles of Christian mor- 
ality makes duty to others law of life, the 
central principle of At makes selfish- 
ness the law of life. Ohristian morality, 
as taught by the Savior and illustrated by His ex- 
ample, if generally applied will producea united, 
unselfish, and 988 Atheism, being 
utterly without autboritative restraints. and hav- 
ing only negations to teach, will necessarily en- 
courage selfishness and uprestraint, and thus bring 
into prominence the loosest elements of society. 

If this statement need confirmation, history is 
ready with many voices ‘to confirmit. But we 
need not appeal to general history, nor even go 
outside our own countrys, to illustrate the truth of 
what is here said. Call to mind for a moment the 
story of the Pilgrim Fathers, their sojourn in Hol- 
land, the grand words of their minister, the learned 
and modest Robiuson, to that portion of his church 
about to leave him for America: ‘‘I am confident 
that the Lord hath more light and truth yet to 
break forth out of His hely Word,”—a statement 
most memorabie and prophetic of the religious 
toleration which was after a time to be realized, — 
their journey across the ocean, their landing at 
Plymoutb, their hardshi almost unparalleled, 
which they endured, their unfaltering loyalty to 
the truth as they understood it, their interest in 
education and in the founding of schools, and their 
punctilious observance of the Sabbath, and respect 
for the institutionsof religion. No company of 
people thatin the early bistory of this country 
came to these shores has made so wide, lasting, 
and beneficial an impression upon it. 

Compare the history of Plymouth Colony with 
that of another founded soon after and near by, — 
in the Town of Quincy. Mass., in 1625. Only tive 
years after the Piigrims landed at Plymouth, one 
Capt. Wollaston began a plantation on an emi- 
nence in the neighboring Town of Quincy, which 
eminence still bears the name of Mount Wollaston, 
though fora time it bore the name of Me 
Mount. The rigid discipline of Piymou 
Colony found no favor here. Among other cus- 
toms introduced was the setting up of the May-pole, 
wich revels and merriment after the old English 
custom. and it is recorded that on one Sabbath 
afternoon some of the people danced around the 
May-pole the sa.arnalia of wantonness and lewd- 
ness. At any rate, Merry Mount soon ‘* became 
the school of Atheism andthe asylum of the vi- 
cious.’’ Not that the leaders of the movement were 
of themselves especially wicked, but, by the loose- 
ness of their doctrines and the open expression of 
their sympathios, they attracted to them the worst

nies, Plymouth and Merry Mount. With the kor- 
mer every American is familiar, bat how many ef 
those now living, even in this near time, ever even 
heard of the latter? Why is thiseo? What is the 
explanation of this remarkable fact? The answer 
lifts itself before your minds asI ask the question: 
Caristianity and concearation on one 
hand, and Atheism and gratification on tne 
other, As i* was then, soit is to-day, and so it 
will be te the end of the Human nature unre- 
strained leads to disorder, disintegration, and the 
end is anarchy. The conduct of the Communists 
in connection with the French-German war proves 
this; the riotous proceedings in our own country 

rove it; the lawless conduct of the strikers in Fall 

2iver and in otser places in mobbing those dis, 
posed to work upon conditions which the strike 
do not like, prove it; and if any fartner eviden 
be needed you will findit in the unfairness a 
rudeness with which the leaders in these socialistic 
reforms treat each other ana those differing from 
them. They sem to have no idea of toleration 
except as aright to say what they please and to 
abuse those who do not agree with them. I am 
not in favor of Papal control from any source: bat 
if we must have a Pope, I prefer the genuine arti- 
cle and not one of your modern spurious pre- 
tenders, 

My friends, this 1s a grave and momentous issue 
that is pressed thus prominentiy uoon the public 
attention. If we believe in the State we must up- 
hold it; if we believe in organized society, we must 
sustain it: if we ve'ieve in the Obristian religion, 
we must maintain it. And who are these people 
that are seeking to remove these landmarks of civ- 
ilization? Wat is their nistory—what the quality 
of their manhood? Since they nave no religion“ 
to give us, since they deny the Being of God, and 
reject all revelations," and so can present us for 
guidance nothing Sut themselves, it mes ve 
important to know who and what these examples“ 
are. If. when they condemn profanity, they 
themselves are profane; if, when 
talk about obscene literature, 
selves are habitually obscene 
speech, then we shall say, Blind leaders of the 
biind—both will fall into the ditch together. If, 
on the contrary, their lives are temoerate, their 
speech reverent and chaste, then shall we rejoice 
that so unworthy a cause is under the guidance of 
such worthy leaders. Of this we may be assured, 
that while the average American citizen has no re- 
ligion to *‘ boast of, and is: not overcarefal in the 
discharge of his religious duties, he has at heart no 
sympathy with any man or woman who preactes 
the doctrines of free-love, or who gives his infin- 
ence in aid of those who du. Generous in his im- 
palses, he is ready to aid the needy, and venerates 
a religion that teaches him to restrain his selfish 
desires. If trouble come to him, or others, he is 
not ashamed on bended knees to look up to the one 
source of strength for guidance aad comfort. And 
when they fally comprehend what a monstrous 
assault upon the peace and welfare of society this 
Atheistic movement really is, I know of no people 
more likely than our own solemnly to protest 
against it, and to say to it in the me words 
of the Savior, ‘*Get thee behind Me, Satan, for 
thou savorest not of the things that be of God, but 
those that be of men.” 

This, then, 18 the issue fairly before the Ameri- 
can people: Shail we exchange a civilization based 
upon Christianity for one upon Atheism? 
Tne young menand women of this generation must, 
to a large extent, answer this question: I believe 
they will answer it correctly.

in San Francisco, as described in Taz Ta- 
vx specials, was as brilliant and success- 
ful as had been The prepara- 
tions were so thorough, and the popular sen- 
timent of welcome so unanimous, that the 
first tap of the bell at 3:30 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon aroused the entire populace; the 
three or four days waiting had only served 
to increase the public enthusiasm ; the com- 
ing of dark before the land procession 
started added brilliancy to the improvised 
illumination and fireworks, and the scene 
must have been the most animated and 
gorgeous demonstration ever known in this 
country. It wasa credit to the people of 
California, as well as a proper tribute to the 
modern Unysszs returned home from his 
wanderings. 

It is a long time since Gen. Grant was in 
California. He was stationed there after the 
Mexican war,—a plain Captain of regulars,

THE CAPTAIN CAREY’ AFFAIR. 

The manner in which Lord Cue_msrorD 
and Capt. Cazzy have been received in Eu- 
gland, on their return from South Africa, has 
excited much surprise in other European 
countries. It is reported that Lord CAL As- 
FORD Will be ordered to Balmoral, where the 
Queen now is, and ut her request, to be dec- 
orated by her with the Order of the Bath, 
for distinguished services in the Zulu war. 
Capt, Caner was presented on his arrival 

ith a statement, signed by some 5,000 Eu- 
glishmen, in which the propriety of his 
course at the time of the massacre of the 
Prince Louis Narotzon was commended, 
and the greatest confidence ex in his 
courage and soldierly ability. The Duke of 
Cambridge, in reviewing the proceedings of 
the Court-Martial in Capt. Oarex’s case, ex- 
honerates Lord Cuzzmsrorp from all blame 
in the death of the Prince. He censures 
Capt, Caney for his conduct in the 
affair, but sets aside the sentence 
of dismissal to which the Court had 
condemned him, yestores him to duty with, 
his regiment, and places the entire responsi- 
bility for the murder of the Prince upon Col. 
Harrison, who was Acting Quartermaster- 
General for Lord Cuetmsrorn’s command. 
These are indeed singular results for the 
inefficiency and vacillation displayed by Lord 
CuELMsFoRD throughout the entire war, and 
for the unmanly discretion, even if ‘it be not 
called cowardice, of Capt. Canzr, in aban- 
doning Prince Lovrs Naronzon to the asse- 
gais of the Zulus. They very naturally 
excite astonishment among the skilled soldiers 
of Europe. 

Referring to Lord Cae msrorp’s conduct 

of the war, it is scarcely necessary to mention 
the disasters which occurred at Isandiwhana 
and other places, all of which can be directly 
traced to his bad management. These are 
well known, and their causes well understood. 
It is equally well known that the brilliant 
successes of Rorke’s Drift and Kambula Kop 
were due to the capacity and courage of oth- 
ers. Lord Cm can claim no merit 
for either affair. Everyone except himself 
understoud that his plan of campaign, which 
terminated in the butebery of Isaudlwhana 
and in the isolation and siege of Col. Pas- 
sow at Ekowe, was faulty in the extreme. 
It violated every military principle, and was 
in opposition to the most ordinary rules of 
common sense, Accident alone enabled him 
to reach Ekowe in time to relieve Prarson’s 
command from suffering by starvation. All 
these things were well understood and were 
fully criticised at the time by the Euglish 
press, | , : 
The action of the British authorities since 
the return of Lord Cuzimsrorp indicates 
the belief on their part that by the success- 
ful battle of Uluadi be has atoned for all 
his previous errors, and that this success has 
left a large balance in his favor. The battle 
of Ulundi has doubtless been the causa of 
terminating the Zulu war, but the events 
which occurred after the battle make it cer- 
tain that, had Lord Cuetmsrorp remained in 
command, this result would not have been 
obtained. The close of the war has 
been owing tothe good judgment and prompt 
action of Si Gamer Wotserry, who has 
known how to take advantage and make use 
of the good results which the battle gained. 
If Lord Curmwsyorp’s plan of invasion, 
which culminated in Ulundi, be criticised, 
nothing can be said in its favor. It was but 
a repetition of the plan which terminated in 
Iaandiwhana and Ekowe. Nothing in it 
prevented similar disasters, except the larger 
number of troops employed, and no other 
criticism can be necessary than the statement 
of the fact that Ulundi was fought with 
about half his available force. The other 
half was not only unable to join him, but it 
was entirely beyond his reach, and could not 
have been used if the batile had terminated 
in disaster. The battle of Ulundi proves 
that Lord Cuetmsrorp will fight, and fight 
well, when the necessity for it arises; but this 
is the only qualification as a General which 
the invasion of Zululand shows he pos- 
sesses. 

The case of Capt. Carry, although of a 
subordinate character, is even worse than 
that of Lord Cuzumsrorp, It shows that he 
was not only deficient in judgment and of 
the simplest knowledge of his duties, but 
that he lacked the very first requisite of a 
soldier. When the news of Princ’ Lovis 
Napotzon’s death was received in England, 
the public sentiment of the country con- 
demned Oapt. Canzy’s conduct with the ut- 
most severity. It has now changed to the 
other extreme, and not only condones his 
faults but puts itself forward in his de- 
tense. Oapt. Canzy claims that he was not 
in command of the reconnoitering party 
with which the Prince lost his life. He 
contends that the party was commanded by 
the Prince, and that he merely accompanied 
it as a voiunteer, to verify certain informa- 
tion of the route be had previously acquired. 
Even if this statement is ‘correct, Capt. 
Caxzerx’s conduct in the affair affords ample 
evidence that he is unfit to com- 
mand men. He was as British officer, 
present with British soldiers in an 
enemy's country, and liable to be sur- 
prised at any moment. He had had sufficient 
experience to know that the place selected 
by the Prince for halting and resting his 
party was unsuitable, and that it afforded 
every facility for an ambuscade. It was his 
duty to advise a change, and, if necessary, to 
insist upon it. He did not do so, and should 
therefore be held responsible fer the massa- 
cre of the Prince, and of the two soldiers 
killed at the same time. If the party had 
halted in a suitable position it could not have 
been surprised, and, as he @cquiesced in the 
place selected for the halt, he, as the only 
person in authority having experience, 
should justly be held accountable for what 
took place. When the Zulus made their at- 
tack, he was one of the first to mount and 
run for his life. He appears to have had no 
thought for any one else, nor did he show 


any desire to perform his duty as a recon- 


noitering officer. Instead of collecting the 
party beyond the reach of the enemy, and 
gaining all the information possible regard- 
ing their .movementa, numbers, eto, 
* Cansr, as the foremost fugitive, 

with. the whole party, until they were 
met and stopped by Gen. Woop, four or five 
miles from the scene of the disaster. If this 
conduct of Oapt. Caner be any index of the 
manner in which reeonnaissances are made in 
the British army, it should not be a matter 
of surprise that such massacres as that of

The honor which is to be conferred on 
Lord and the warm manner in 
which Capt. Canzy’s behavior in the pres- 
ence of an enemy is vindicated by the English 
press and people, can have no other than 3 
bad effect on their military service. Neither 
has deserved commendation. Both have 
brought discredit upon the British army. The 
former perhaps all his capacity 
would permit. The latter has shown too great 
a care of his own life to be trusted with the 
custody of the lives of others. It would be 
wiser for the Government and people of Great 
Britain to recognize these facts, and to treat 
them as they deserve. They should not at- 
tempt to cover them up, as they are doing, 
by heaping honors on the two officers. The 
attempt to make heroes of them can only be 
regarded as absurd.

THE LUXURY OF WAR. 

The triangular war now going on on the 
Pacific coast of South America affords a 
striking commentary on the grandiloquent 
and bellicose character of the §panish- 
American people, War seems to be a na- 
tional if not a natural characteristic of these 
people. Chili and Peru and Bolivia are now 
at it hot and heavy, Chili has a navy and 
Peru another. These navies travel along 
the coast bombarding the cities of their 
adversaries. Bolivia and Peru are, for the 
time, allies, or were at the last accounts, 
but it will. not be surprising if the allies be- 
come enemies, or one of them unites with 
Chili against the other. What the war is 
about is hardly understood, beyond the fact 
that there is a piece of territory originally 
belonging to Bolivia which was leased 
to one of the other opposing States; the 
other State, Peru, seems to have jumped 
this lease, and with the consent and aid of 
Bolivia expelled the original lessee. This 
piece of territory contains some deposit 
from which Bolivia derives a revenue. This 
is the cause of the war, so far as any out- 
sider knows anything about it, and all three 
countries are as vigorously letting off fire- 
works and fire balloons and exploding crack- 
ers as if the Fourth of July had been made 
a perpetual holiday. The newspapers are 
especially amusing. There are more Gen- 
erals and Admirals in the service than would 
officer the armies and navies of all Europe. 
The battles on land and on water 
are very savage, lasting from “early 
dawn until the carnage is closed 0 
darkness of night, but nobody is killed. 
The guns do not seem to have very long 
range, and the combatants keep out of even 
that. The combined Peruvo-Bolivian 
Powers” boast of their military power to 
crush Chili as they would a worm underfoot, 
but they don’t go to Chili to do it. The 
Chilians speak of their histerical prowess, and 
treat with contempt the puny allies, but they 
take care to leave the allies alone. The most 
serious consequence of the war so far is the 
issue, several times repeated, by each Gov- 
ernment of more Jegal-tender paper dollars, 
equal to the wants of trade.” The war 
is, in that sense, costly, the value of the 
paper dollars shrinking every day. What is 
the proposed end of the war, no one seems 
to know, or to care about. It is war, and 
the pretext for it seems to be a matter of 
indifference. If these States were not at war 
with each other, they would be convulsed with 
civil war. So the situation is not seriously 
disturbed. An American reading the local 
papers of Obili and Peru would be struck 
with the grand heroics and the eternal vows 
of never-say-die which cover the pages. An 
impartial observer would compare the war 
to a chicken-fight,—the combatants being 
immense crowers of the bantam variety. A 
recent Valparaiso (Chili) paper, speaking for 
the Chilian nation, —people and Government, 
—gravely gave noticedo the United States not 
to interfere, especially against Chili, because, 
while the interference couid not benefit the 
Peruvo-Bolivian alliance, it might be disas- 
trous to the United States. The Chilians 
will never yield or surrender “‘ while there is 
an atom of life,”"—which remark is perhaps 
better than that of dying in the last ditch.” 
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THE CUSTOMS CONFERENCE. 
The conference of last Sa.urday between 


Chicago importers and customs officials, high 
and low, did not result in any startling dis- 
closures. It showed, however: (1) That the 
practice of requiring double bonds on im- 
mediate transportation” goods is regarded 
by all importers at inland ports as unjust 
and unnecessary, aud therefore oppressive 
(2) That in the opinion of importers of 
liquors their goods ought to be admitted to the 
privileges of the I. T. bond act. (3) That 
there is a lack of uniformity of practice 
at the different ports of the country, both in 


classification and the fixing of dutiable 


charges, votably as to commissions. 
(4) That the common impression that under- 
valuation at New York is confined to a few 
articles, such as kid-gloves, silks, and 
velvets, is a delusion.’ (5) That the fact 
that the Port of New York collects two- 
thirds of the customs revenue is a bar to the 
thorough reform of the abuses which still 
exist there toan extent practically prohib- 
itory of large importations at other ports. 

Let us consider these points in the order 
of their statement. 

1. As to the double bond requirement. 
The transportation companies are able to 
give asufficient bond. They are daily trans- 
porting vast quantities of merchandise on a 
simple agreement to reverve from the con- 
signor and deliver to the consignee; and, if 
any portion of the merchandise is lost in 
transit, it is promptly paid for upon presenta- 
tion of proof of the fact. In the few in- 
stances of losses of I. T. bond goods which 
have occurred, both their value and the 
duties due thereon have been promptly paid. 
Competition for business between trans- 
portation companies is very sharp, and an 
essential condition of every common carrier’s 
success is the delivery of the merchandise 
undertaken to be transported, or the prompt 
payment of its value, The requirement of 
an additional bond of the importer is there- 
fore an entirely unnecessary precaution ; 
and, as it imposes a hardship upon him, it 
is an oppression, and hence operates as 
an unjust discrimination against iuterior 
ports. The repeal cf the law requiring the 
second bond—of the importer—would be an 
act of simple justice, and such repeal could 
be opposed only by those who desire to give 
the coast ports an undue ‘advantage over 
those of the interior. 

2. The fact that merchandise of almost 
every description has been transported across 
the country during a period of nearly ten 
years under the I. T. bond system, without 


any loss of revenue whatever to the Govern- 


ment, is very strong circumstantial evidence 
in support of the proposition that liquors 
ean be so tratisported with equal safety to 
the revenue. Let the experiment be tried, 


and if then it shall appear that liquors are 


an exception to the rule, the restriction may 
réim posed, |

what rate of duty he pays, provided every 
other importer at every other port pays the 
same rate. He bas a right to demand that 
the Government shall be impartial, and the 
Government desires to be impartial. How 
ean uniformity of practice in classification 
and assessment of duty be better secured 
than by submitting daily to a single tribunal, 
sitting at Washington, every mooted ques- 
tion, by sample or by written report of facts? 
The practice now is to submit every question 
to a half-dozen different ports, and in this 
way questions of classification consume 
months in reaching a decision, Meantime, 
one port continues to plassify in one way and 
another port in another way, and injustice 1s 
the result, Constitute the Bureau of Sam- 
ples, provide it with experts, and require 
them to decide every question on the day it 
is submitted, as every good business-man 
clears his table of the accumulations 
of each day's business, and uniformity of 
practice is secured at once. Judge Fruncu 
seems to think that New York would insist 


upon having the Bureau of Samples estab- 


lished there, because two-thirds of the cus- 
toms business is done there. Why? What 
interest has New York in having the Bureau 
of Samples located there? He» says they 
would say: It's just as easy to send your 
one-third here, and our two-thirds are here 
any way!” The present difficulty is that the 
immensity of the volume of New York's 
business renders that port practically irre- 
sponsible. The Appraiser is not required to 
report by sample, because there is a resident 
General Appraiser at the port, © and 
the theory is that he supervises ap- 
praisements by examining samples on 
the spot. But the fact is he is en- 
gaged all the time on praisements, 

and hence it is impossible that he should 
know anything of the business of the office 
beyond the questions which arise on the 
comparatively small number of invoices ad- 
vanced. We think Judge Paenca is in error 
in assuming that the Secretary lacks power 
to create the proposed Bureau of Samples. 

Secretary Bristow determined to establish 
such a bureau, but was dissuadéd from his 
purpose, not on the ground of want of the 

authority of law, but on the ground of im- 

practicability. Tus Trrunsz has long been 

of the opinion that the scheme is not only 
practicable, but the very best ever suggested 
as a means of securing uniformity of classi- 
fication, and the largest, most experienced 
importers in this city are in accord with us 

in this view. | 

4. There is no longer any doubt that the 
crime of undervaluation in New York, in- 
stead as was supposed of being confined to a 
few articles, in fact extends to nearly the 
whole range of ad valorem duty-paying mer- 
chandise. In the course of the conference, 
Mr. Ray, of F, Lin & Co., called at- 
tention to the fact that the undervaluation 
fever had broken out in a new quarter, had 
extended even to the importation of cash- 
meres from Germany, and cited some in- 
stances where he had been compelled to pay 
prices largely in advance of those at which 
goods were entered at New York.” The 
assumption that the undervaluers confined 
themselves to three or four articles never had 
any good ground to stand upon. Fraud, like. 
the itch, spreads by contact, The known, 
notorious fact that the agents of foreign 
manufac’ urers were making fortunes annually 
by robbery of the revenue stimulated other 
rogues to embark in other lines of trade. It 
may be safely assumed now that the crime of 
undervaluation in New York extends to all 
lines of high ad valorem duty-paying goods. 
It follows that the war on fraud has but just 
begun. 

5. The fact that the Port of New York 
claims two-thirds of all the importations of 
the country is an obstacle to its thorough re- 
form. It imposes upon the Treasury De- 
partment as the millionaire compels an in- 
crease of consideration when he faces even 
the most upright Judge, There isa glamour 
about a vast business as there is majesty in 
the mountain that pierces the clouds. Judge 
Frencu,—and we profess the highest respect 
for his honor, vigilance, and integrity in the 
performance of his duty,—Judge Fron 
cannot conceive that the New-Yorkers would 
consent to send their samples to Washing 
ton! It is time to abandon the absurd 
theory that New York is entitled to more 
consideration than another port, simply be- 
cauge more duties are collected there. Until 
recently, New York has had undue weight in 
the matter of decisions; and this is the rea- 
son of the growth of corruption there. Since 
so many frauds have been discovered in New 
York, suspicion of all the business of that 
port is entirely legitimate. Where there is 
so much known wickedneas, the presumption 
is that more wickedness is hidden beneath 
the surface. It is time to put the Port of 
New York under the closest possible surveil- 
lance.

In treat- 
ing of the ante-Revolutionary period such a 
thing is not possible, but no native writer bas 
described the progress of the country since the 
adoption of the Constitution with strict impar- 
tiality.

They are satisfied that the man came 
to bie death by violence, and, althongh poor, they 
will leave no stone unturned to bring his murderer 
er murderers to justice.

An Old Oironlar Unearthed--National 
Raiiway Legislation. 


NORTHWESTERN RATLWAY-FARES. 
To the Bditer of The Tribune. 

Lake Forest, Sept. 17.—I notice in to-day's 
paper that a committee of gentlemen have pre- 
sented a petition to the Northwestern Railway 
Company urging a reduction of family commata- 
tion fares to correspond with the somewhat more 
hbera! fares of other local companies. 

Being a resident on the line of the road in qués- 
tion, and having for many years been more or less 
interested as a stockholder in both steam and horse 
railways, I bave been led to look at both sides of 
the question of fares,—as @ traveler and com- 
muier, as well as a stocknolder, --and I am free to 
say that I entertain very much more radical views 
on the subject than the very modest and conserva- 
tive gentlemen who honored Mr. Hughitt with a 
cai] the other day. 

Living as I do at Lake Forest, and observing as I 
have done, hundreds of times, that the laboring 
and mechanical classes in our town, and other 
suburban towns on this road, seldom or never go 
to Chicago. I am satisfied that tue cost of travel is 
what prevents thew from going. 

One dollar to go and one dollar to return, — the

On the contrary, 1 think it quite 
likely that this Company has had the full benelit of 
the wisdom of many successive congresses of 
ticket agents, beid, jt may be, at the Palace Hotel 
in San Francisco, the Palmer House in Chicago, or 
the Fifth Avenue Hotel in New York; but by what 
ratiocination of ideas they could arrive at such 
wondertul results is, I fancy, past the compreben- 
sion of ordinary men. 

The tariff for fares is as follows: 

RNS TEE. ooo kn. ced vee Asie dee. 
Family commutation, thirty rides, good for 


servants inocladed;: in- 
dividual tickets are iy to be used by the person 
to whom they are issued. If used by other parties, 
or after the period has expircd for which they were 
issued, they are subject to forfeiture. 

Now any ane eufiiciently cumous will find, by the 
aid of a slate aud pencil. that while a single fare 
is $l. or nearly 4 cents a mile, if the holders of 
commutation tickets use them up within tne period 
for which they were issued; those who ride on 
family tickets pay 56 cents a rice, or two cents a 
mile. Individvais with hundred-ride tickets 
pay 28 cents a ride, or one cent a mile: 
and if the holders of a quarterly ticket rides 
but twelve times a week-—-once each Way on week 
days—his single rides will costa trife more than 
14 cunts, not six-tenths of a cent per mile. (Or if 
he ia fond of — per 7 has toe privilege of pass - 
ing over the road eight times daily. which would 
~~ his fare for each trip to less than 4 cents a 
ride Ot eourse this is done by nobody.) 

THe Biffercnce between 14 cents and 100 cents I 
discover by the abstruse science of numbers to be 
just 86 cents. I find further that when 100 1s di- 
vided by 14 that the quotient is 7.2, so that, while 
one man's dollar will pay for but one ride, another 
man’s dollar will pay for seven, and he wiil have 
two cents in change! 

Now, no one can expect the Company to carry 
passengers at lesb than cost; yet Il fancy there is a 

nimum rate, wat may easily be ascertained by 
tal, at which all passengers may be earried to 
very much greater profit to the stockholders; 
though, asa genera) thing as railways are now 
managed, the interests of stockholders are appar- 
ently seldom considered. 

If the Company can afford to carry one passenger 
for 14 cents. anotber for 28 cents. and another for 
56 cents, it ie simpie extortion te charge $1 for 
an) body. Passengers paying these different rates 
sit side by side upon the same seats, in the same 
ears, and ai] are rated first-class. If the trains do 
not run, the Company will earn no 1 If the 
trains do run, and the rate of fare is so high that 
nobody will ride, the Compauy wovid lose the cost 
of moving the trains; and, if such business is con- 
tinued, it would soon be bankrupt. It is evident, 
too, that the coat of moving a single passenger 
by rail depends largely upon the number of passen- 

rs carried. For example, the distance from 

hicago to Milwaukee ie eighty-three miles. and 
the fare for a single passenger is $3. The car- 
rying capacity of a train of six cars, fifiy- 
six passengers to à Car, and if the 
seats are all full the gross receipta for the trip 
one way would ve $1,008; train expenses for half 
day. including cost of fuel and salaries of em- 
ployes on train, about $11; or earnings of one 
run, $997. If out one passenger was carried the 
loss would be $8; if but two, the loss would be 
. and four passengers would show a profit of $1. 

It should be understood, however, that I have 
not estimated the proportion of cost for a single 
train three hours on the road, for wear and tear, 
of either train or track; or ite due proportion of 
the expen-e of perhaps a dozen stations along the 
line.

As, however, there are 
(including way traine) seven trains daily each 
way—running over the road fourteen times daily— 
besides two or three freight trains daily each way, 
to which wear and tear of track is more legiti- 
mately chargeable. and to whom station service is 
more important than to passenger trains, $11 more 
would be a large allowance for these items 

Il am aware that people generally. without in- 
quiry or reflection, suppose that the expense of 
running trains is very much greater than itis. I. 
however, have good reason to know that the cost 
to the Company for the salaries of conductor, en- 
gineer. freman, brakemen, and baggageman on 
one Milwaukee does not exceed $425 

r month; that tbeir coal costs them 

per ton on the platform in Chi- 
cago, and that a passenger eng'ne requires about 
100 tons a month. The cost for coal one month, 
then. is $200, making the ee cost for men 
and power $625 per month. This 
uO, the number of timesa train would pas over 
the road in thirty days. would give $10.41 for each 
way for running expeoses. If we double this sum. 
to cover all other expenses, adding $625 per month. 
we charge this train, I believe, very largely more 
than ite due share; but the amount then chargeabie 
to a single run would be but $20.52, and 100 pas- 
sengers from Chicago to Milwaukee at 25 cents 
apiece would pay the corporation a profit of $4. 18. 

I began by saying that I entertained more radical 
views on the subject of iow fares than tne gentle - 
men who presented the petition. I wiil now say 
that i believe that it would be for the mutual wel- 
fare of the road and the nubiie if they should at 
once reduce the single fare to a cent amile. That 
would be the maximum, Commuters should have 
a less rate. 

The complex business of a railway company in 
carrying freight and passe a im the ex- 
press, palace-car, and United States Mail Service, 
renders it difficult to arrive at the due proportion 
of expenses chargeable to passenger trains. So it 
is the habit generally, I suppose, to saddle the pas - 

service with its full share. 

The world, however, moves, Once the Govern- 
ment charged 25 cents for carrying a single letter 
over 400 miies, and could not pay expenses. Now 
&@ postai-card may be carried from Eastport. in 
Maine, to San 22 in Calitornta, 3,000 miles, 
for a cent, and the Department uearly, if not quite, 
pays its expenses. 

But I have written at greater length than I in- 
tended. rhaps I at another time write fur- 
ther on thie suoject. It is, however, a matter of 
great public interest, and I hope other parties wil) 
discuss the subject through the papers.

Chicago receipts, 
for instance, were larger in 1873 than im any suc- 
ceeding year until 1878, while at the same time the 
receipts of the Atlantic ports went on increasing 
with but slight interruptions and have been lerger 
im every year since 1873. The totais in millions of 
bushels have been for Chicago and Milwaukee, the 
seven Atiantic ports, and the excess of the receipts 
at Atlantic ports over those at Chicago and Milwau- 
kee, as follows: 
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Because these cities have about maintained 
their business and in the last year have greatly in- 
creased it, and because they remained indisputably 
at the head of the Western grain markets, it bas 
que generaily escaped attention that, relatively to 
the total grain movement, they have decreased in 


importance materially. The proportion of grain. 


that goes by them becomes a larger and larger pro- 
portion of the whole. In 1873 the receipts of the 
two Lake Michigan cities were equa) to 71 per 
cent of the receipts of the Atlantic porte; since 
that year the percentage has been, successively, 
66, 62, 58, 50, and 56 ber cent. Something of this 
may be due toa larger production in Kansas and 
elsewhere far south of the latitude of Chicago, 
from which the route to the Bast by Lake Michigan 
is circuitous, but the chief cause bas been the re- 
duction of through rates by rail, which for a large 
part of the time have been 80 low that there was no 
economy in shipping bv lake, with the transfer 
charges at each end of route, though lake 
freights have been low without precedent. 

„The conclusion is that the lake cities, like 
New York and Montreal, have their grain business 
increased oy AcA rail rates, because such rates 
give them the advan of a cheaper route to the 
seaboard than any of the inland cities of the West 
or Atlantic ports served only by rail cao have. 
whereas low rail rates put the inland cities and 
country stations on an equality with the great mar - 
kets that have water routes. 

It is quite possible that rail rates hereafter 
may be higher. on the aferage,—that the roads 
Will not carry for cost Or less than cost, as they 
have done for a large part of the time during the 
past few years. But we may be sure that a very 
large part of the grain will continue to go by rail if 
rates leaving. 8 very — * . above cost will 
attract it. Pbiladeiphia and Baltimore. wulch now 
have a very Sage business, depend wholiy on rail 
grain, or lake and rail grain, and there are many 
reads which could get scarcely any share 
of the traffic t rates were 
such as to turn the grain to the lakes. These roads 
will not give up the bueiness if they can make any 
profit on it, and if they can’t make ten cents or five 
cents per 100 pounds, they will accept one cent 
over toe cort of haulimg. But reasonable prices, 

ver below cost, will bly give the lake cities 
a Harger proportion of the business than they have 
had heretofore, a smaile? proportion going through 
by rail, but a larger profit being made from it. 


NATIONAL RAILROAD LEGISLA- 
TION. 

The following letter has been sent to the Special 
Committee on Railroad Transportation of the 
Chamber of Commerce by Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt, 
suggesting that the Presidente of the trunk lines 
should prepare a bill, for presentation to Congress, 
to reguiate inter-State business carried either by 
railroads or rail and water; 


**New York Central, & Hopson River Ram 
ROAD COMPANY, GRAND CENTRAL Depot, New 
York, Sept. 18, 18798.—Genriewen: I am just 
in receipt of your letter of yesterday. The ques- 
trons you present are of the first importance, not 
only tothe railroads dat to the whole United 
States, and specially to the State and City of New 
York. Unless they are calmly and fairly me 
irreparable injury may be done to every materi 
interest. They are o serious moment to de 
made a football in politics, or settled by an agita- 
tion in which each political party shall try to out- 
do the other, withont regard to the practical effect 
of any action which maybe taken. To create a 
false issue against the railroads, and aroase popu - 
lar feeling in hostility to them, is not 
never has~ been a difficult thing to do. and 
it 8 easy for it to get beyond the contro! 
of, and injure most, its * promoters. But 
wherever the legislation which follows bas been 
tried, the farmers, merchants, and manufacturers 
have suffered to as great, if not greater, extent 
than the railroads. This is the experience of other 
States and countries, and the — of the 
ablert men who have devoted themselves to a care - 
fal consideration of the question. The railways 
are not, and cannot be, an nistic to the public, 
with whom their very existence is indissolabiy 
connected; and, in the end, the relations between 
them and the people are better adjusted by the 
people and themselves, than oy any iron-ciad - 
lation. The same papers which publish vour let- 
ters contain the announcement of the appointment 
of a committee of merchants to foment tion 
upon tbe basis of hostility to railroads, and to prof - 
fer support or threaten hostility to legislative can- 
didates unless they will pledge an anquestioning 
9 to whatever furthers this sentiment. 
While I hear with pleasure from gentlemen of the 
high standing and character of your committee the 
assurance that you desire neither State nor Con- 
greesional legislation which shali not, while vro- 
tecting tne public, be also just to tne railroads, 
the present aspect and methocs of agitation com- 
pel me to frankly and freely sey what I 
nave. I believe that any legislation upon the 
transportation question by the State, unless based 
upon general legislation first nad by Congress, will 
be disastrous to the commercial supremacy and 
prosperity of New York. The State cannot tie the 
hands of its roads and leave their outside compet- 
tors free without working directly for the ruin of 
ite mercantile and industrial interests, and for the 
growth of other and rival States ano seaports.

FINANCIAL. 

It was developed last week in the local money 
artet that the demand for loans was much 
less than bad been expected. Bankers had 
calculated upon an active money market. This 
was to de the natural result of the growth of 
trade, the immense crops, the rise of prices, and 
the gevera! revival of business. But the event 
so far has been a dissppointment. Merchants 
and manufacturers, though doing better this 
year than. ever before, are not borrowing 
largely, and the Board of Trade, which was ex- 
pected to be a liberal borrower, has not taken 
much 8omuch of the crops has been held 
back that the country banks have not redis- 
counted here to any extent. One reason of the 
diminished borrowing is that private capital 
is much more adequate than in previous years 
to the needs of business. This is true too of 
the interior. There is more money in the farm- 
ing districts than there used to be. A special 
reason for the smaller needs of the Board of 
Trade is that a powerful New York clique are 

operating in wheat here independently of the 
' Chicago banks. In ordinary seasons the Chi- 
cago banks furnish the monev that carries the 
wheat brought here and thrown on the mar- 
’ ket. But this year, as last year, New York 
capital has come in independently, and relieved 
the Chieago banks of just so much business. 
Independent borrowers can now get call loans 
at 4 per cent, 80-day loans at 5 per cent, and 60. 

at6percent Regular bank rates 
are 7@8 per cent. 

The currency movement was, moderately 
heavy during the week, and took away from the 
Chicago banks nearly $500,000 a day.

Ex- 
cepting a few brands of sheetings and shbirtings, 
in which a slight reduction bas been made, the 
course of prices remains steady. The boot and 
shoe trade continues active at firm prices. 
Groceries are in large demand and very firm iu 
price. Coffees and sugars moved up another 
notch, the former a Me and the latter an Ne. 
The only change in dried fruits was an advance 
in dlackberries of Me. Fish were quoted steady. 
Cheese was active, excited, and higher. But- 
ter also was held ata further advance. There 
were no price-changes in bagging, leather, oils, 
coal, and wood. 

The demand for lumber continues active, and 
the yard market is quoted strong, especially for 
the upper and medium grades, shingles, and 
lath. The cargo market was fairly active Satur- 
day, more country buyers being present than 
usual, and some of the local dealers who have 
succeeded in clearing their docks were 
buying. Everything was steady,  piece- 
stuff selling at the late decline. Seeds 
were steadier and in fair request. Wool, 
broom-corn, and hides were unchanged. 
Hay was quoted about 50c per ton higher under 
an urgent inquiry to fill orders, with light sup- 
plies on sale. Potatoes were stronger under an

MARINE NEWS. 


Has 


Complaints of Skippers Against Lumber- 
 fShevers. 


Seamen's Wages—Bridge Aocident-—Navi- 
gation Notes, Bto. 


GRAIN-CARGO INSURANCE, 

A good deal bas been said in a morning news- 
paver about the venerable Capt. Hibbard, of Mil- 
waukee, coming here and attempting to take 
away the grain-cargo insurance business of the 
pool companies, and scaring the latter intd a re- 
duction of its tariff, through its Executive Com- 
mitteeman, R. J. Smith, Secretary of the 
Traders’ Insurance Company, of this city, The 
truth of the whole matter bas been stated in Tux 
TRIBUNE on several ogcasions, —early in the sea- 
son, when the non pool companies secured 
all the fat contracts and left but 
small pickings for the pool agents, who 
are themselves notoriously opposed to the way 
in which the poo) opened up in this city, and 
predicted serious loss of business all slong. 
When the pool fixed its tariff in the spring—and 
its movements were currently chronicled in this 
jourmal—the agency of the Your non - pool com- 
panies, comprising the Great Western, Buffalo 
German, Rochester German, and Faneuil Hall, 
was given to James Bishop, and that gentleman 
secured at once season contracts from the heav- 
jest grain shippers at rates a shade below those of 
the pool, — leaving the latter out in the 
cold, and causing conventions of its officers 
and efforts to bead off the enemy, matters 
that were reported at the time. But it was too late 
to get the best of Bishop; for he had secured his 
business by iron-clad contracts. so that it could not 

Godged eveu by the wily shippers, even if they 
desirea to take advantage of any tempting baits, in 
‘the shape of low rates, thrown out by the pool. 
Mr. Bishop has not, nor will he, disclose anv rates 
he bas made or business be has done, for tue 
reason, as he bas stated, that the pool officers 
would use any information they could obtain to u- 
jare his business. Nor would he. on that account, 
disclose any losses his companies suffered, know- 
ine, however, that the pool officers would do that 
for him, as the uel showed; for on their infor- 
mation the proportion of losses in @ recent disaster 
were given. 

In order to secure all the current business, the 
Executive Committee of the poo! in this city (Mr. 
Smith) lately made 8 sudden reduction of rates, 
and gave taem to his favorit organ, wnich laid all 
the trouble at the doors of Capt. Hibbard, when, 
in fact, James Bishop was the gentie- 
man who has done and does the business 
here for the outside (of the pool) companies, and 
has shown himself fully able to attend to it with- 
out any foreign interference. Any change in the 
schedule of tne pool is made dy Mr. Smith alone. 
and the Local Board of Marine Underwriters plays 
second fiddie when it officially adopts Mr. Smith's 
rates. And it is said that the announcement of a 
schedule of rates 18 a mere bund to throw Bishop 
ef nis guard.

THE SATLORS’ WAGE WAR. 

Tt was remored yesterday that the Chicago 
branch of the Lake Seamen's Union would proba- 
bly meet to-day and rescind its recent action dxin, 
wages at $2.50 per day out of this port, and wake 
it $2 or $2.25. in view of the fact that most of its 
members have not been able to find employment at 
that wage, mastersand owners—particularly those 
in the lumder trade refusm to pay more than $2 
a day to each man. But the report lecked off- 
gia] contirmation, Several Capiaing stated yes- 
terday that Union seamen hadi been en- 
gazed lately at $2 a day, bat kept tie matter 
quiet. It is admitted by some masters that the 
large grain-carriers bave generally paid $2.50 
a day to sailors, and on the other hand owners assert 
that $2 has been the ruling The reporis 


to be expected that where $2 1s paid tae Captains or 
men will eo give uu out. Union saiiors assert that 
$2.50 is paid by the majority of the veszels ieav- 
ing port, and Owners and masters assert with equal 
emphasis that a few grain carriers oaly have paia 
that figure, and none of the lumber vessels at all. 
Vessels in the lamber trade, as stated in Satar- 
day's Trinunxr, are delayed because of the present 
lack of dock room and handling facilities, the 
wharves in the lumber-district being piled to ex 
cess with lumber, and delay being experienced 
in rail shipments from the yards, 
where orders are now said to 
be behind for several weeks. Consequently ves- 
seis have been compelled to lay at the lumber mar- 
ket and take slim chances of ootaining demurrage, 
and charters are slow ani freight rates wea‘. 
Hence owners will not, they say. pay more than 
$2 a day to seamen whan they want them, and they 
can get them at that rate. it will be seen by ihe 
port-list that but thirteen sail-vessela left the 
barbor yesterday, and out of tune three grain-car- 
riers named one paid $2 a day to the men compris- 
ing the crew. according to the report of the owner 
of the vessel.

LUMBER-SHOVERS’ CHARGES. 
Vessel- masters complain a good deal of the treat- 
ment they receive at the bands of the lumber- 
shovers at this port. Yesterday a Milwaukee 
Captain, who is engaged in the lumber-carrying 
trade, informed a Trinung reporter that while 
lying at the Lumber Market recently he agreed with 
the ** boss”’ of a gang of twelve lumber-shovers 
to unload his vessel at 20c per 1,000 feet, which 
was 2c more than the rate established by the 
Union, to which the men engaged belonged. The 
vessel was towed a dock in the lum 
ber district on the Sonth Branch, and 
the boss of the gang of unioaders appeared 
with hie men, and the latter demanded 22c 
r 1,000 feet before they wouid go to work. 
he boss could not influence the men, and. 
rather than delay in discharging „and thus 
losing both time and mcney, he took the only horn 
of the dilema left for him to take, instead of going 
“down town” again and hunting up another gang, 
and paid 22c. Similar complaints are made 
by other masters, and they ask, What re- 
dress have they against such usage? «The rates 
fixed the mober-Vesec| Unioaders’ Union 
are 6 to minimum, and pet 
discrimmmations are made and er figures 
charged by the gangs who claim to bel:ng to that 
body. While it ie a fact that the engagements are 
made by the bosses, it is also true that the men 
can go back on any agreements the former may 
make, and when they get masters in a tigut corner 
squeeze them for a higher figure than agreed upon 
by the bosses at the Lumber Exchange docks. 


LAKE STREET BRIDGE DAMAGED

HYDE PARK. 


Mr. L. D. Condee, Viilage- Attorney, and Charles 

A. Wood, special counsel employed by Hyde Park 
in the injunction case of the City of Chicago and 
the Caicako Ren ering & Drying Company vs. the 
Village of Hyde Park and the Michigan Central 
Railrvad Company, have prepared tnetr answer to 
the injunction, which will be filed before Judge 
Moore tais morning. The document is a long one, 
consisting chiefly of denials. of course. It con- 
tains little which is of interest to the general read- 
er. It admite that Chicago has a “right 
to make regulations necessary. to preserve the 
heath of its citizens within its limits, 
but denies that it has power to inflict a nuisance 
on Hyde-Park or any other corporation. ‘There is 
aplatform in Lake for receiving the offal, con- 
nected with all the railroads entering Chicago, 
some of which run through an almost animhbabited 
country, where the offal sould ve deposited with 
little danger or inconvenience to the people, and 
with easy transportation from Chicago. 
Union Rendering Company sends staffover the 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati & St. Louis iway to 
Globe Station. Ind. This road woald receive 
and convey complainant’s offal to some convenient 
place without passing throagh Nyae Park or 
annoying any ope. Referring to the complainant's 
allegation that it nad puton cars from which no 
smell escapes, the answer denies the truth of the 
assertion, and says that odors are still perceptible 
and are excessively offensive. Hyde Pars is mainly 
devoted to residence property, and its residents 
left Chicago to ve free from its dirt. The village 
has spent large sums on boulevards and parks. 
but All these will be iost if offal ia transported 
throdgh Hyde Park. Even thouga the maiter must 
be removed from Chicago, still Chi- 
cago has no right to override the quar- 
antine reguiations gof Hyde Park and create 
a pestilence, especially when there are other rail- 
roads by which that staff can be transported to the 
wilds of Indiana without annoyance to Hyde Park, 
and this changing of the route will pot lead to the 
serious injury of the complainants. It is denied 
that the Court has any right to refer a question toa 
Master ora Commission of Experts on the case 
made by the complainants. The case should be 
tried by law in a court of equity. . 

A number of affidavite have been prepared in 
support of the answer, but they will not be made 
puolic until they are filed in court.
